These reporters were 
constructed such that they contained the BACE cleavage site SEVKAMDAEF (SEQ ID NO:3) 
or SEVNLDAEF (SEQ ID NO:4) followed by the KDEL (SEQ ID NO: 1 ) sequence at the 
carboxy-terminus. The presence of the KDEL (SEQ ID NO:l) sequence at the carboxyl- 
terminus on each of these reporters resulted in ER retention of the reporter molecule. When 
BACE or a BACE-like protease cleaved the SEVKAMDAEF (SEQ ID NO:3) or SEVNLDAEF 
(SEQ ID NO:4) sequence , the reporter molecule would be free to exit the ER and thus show up 
extracellularly in the media and could therefore be measured.-
